Casadevall) and a technician (L. Shi). 

3. The third co-inventor, Joshua D. Nosanchuk, was listed as an author when the 
Abstract was submitted to the meeting organizers; however, his name was mistakenly 
omitted as an author from the published version of the Abstract. L. Shi, who was a 
technician working under the direction of Joshua D. Nosanchuk, was included as an 
author on the 2002 Dadachova et al. Abstract because she assisted in performing 
experiments reported in the Abstract. L. Shi did not contribute to the conception of the 
invention claimed in the present application. 

4. I hereby declare that all statements made herein and of my knowledge are true 
and that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and I 
further declare that these statements were made with the knowledge that willful false 
statements and the like so made are punishable by fine or imprisonment or both under
